Continuing our look Into the dnrk and 
dingy past of sone of the better known 
nembers of the horror genre, we Join a 
certain Ur LUCIO FULCI once again with a 
look at his historic BEATRICS CEMCI which 
had a Halted release In this country a 
long tlae ago. Historic by the way not 
because It marked any vital point in film 
making history but because it's set In 
history. It's a medieval romp, set rough* 
ly the same time as UARX OF THE DEVTII, I'd 
say? But not as much a classic. 

When It came out In this country It was 
sneaked out on AUDIO VISUAL label and 
probably had all of £13 spent on It, 
they didn't even bother translating the 
titles, the headings are still in Italian 
and the dubbing Is awful. Anyway release 
it they did, and who’s complaining, the 
more Pulcl the better I say! 

We open our history books at the planned 
execution of the Cencl family - Beatrice, 
her step mother Lucrecia and the brother 
Jaeko are to lose their lives and the 
younger brother Bernardo has to watch 
then go to prison for a year before he 
spends the rest of his life as a galley 
slave. All that for not paying their poll 
tax.' Only kidding their real crime was 
killing their father. 

Before their execution we are treated to 
our first blood, a guy is thrown Into a 
amphitheatre with some wild dogs and 
almost killed by them before being put 
out of his misery with a dagger. It 
turns out we've gone back in history to 
see the story behind the execution and we 
meet the famous father before his 
untimely demise. He's a man hated by 
everybody and has fled from his other 
home in Rome before his own guards kill 
him and returned to what turns out to be 
his second family (Beatrice etc....) he 
also has children In Rome. 

Next on the scene Is the Pope 'rtio shows 
up wanting a third of tha Cencl land to 
build a new houae on, this really pleases 
the old man of course] 

Ueanwhlle we see the plot that killed tha 
Father, a plot involving Beatrice's lover, 
a fat guy hired as a killer and tha rest 
of the family about to be executed. We 
even see the murder, the father la asleep 
in his bed, the lover and the fat guy 
come in and drive a steel stake through 
his eye and neok, pretty bloody too. you 
can aee where tha 18 Inch wooden splinter 
came from in PLESHEATERBSIbea drag the 
body Into another room end fake a fall 
through a rotten wooden floor, they make 
it look an accident.

but they can’t fool the torturers who 
put Beatrice's lover on s rack and a 
wheel where they brand him with hot 
folks and generally make his life a 
mlaery only to have Beatrice turn 
around and deny everything he admits to 
them. , .Bloody women, you can't trust 
them! And he still stands up for her 
even when she's lied against him. Some 
people are so stupid! I guess love is 
blind? By the way the fat guy Involved 
in the murder is killed in a river by 
multiple spearlngs, so there goes 
another witness, or more like there 
goes a wasted torture victim. They find 
plenty more though, don't you worry, 
even Beatrice herself ends up having 
the third degree. She doesn't crack 
though, she's beaten to it by the rest 
of her family, bloody chickens! Now 
they know the truth. Beatrice has one 
more shock for them though - During a 
feast of mourning for her two brothers 
that had died, hsr father was drunk 
and came to her room with one thing on 
his mind and took her then and there. 
With this in mind the families lawyer 
tries to use this as s last minute 
defence for them. I mean let’s face it 
the guy was a rat of the first order, 
he deserved to die. 

The <irtiole film is done with great 
attention to detail and looka very 
realistic. The acting Is very good 
concl dering the time and budget used. 
The only crltislsm I have got though 
Is that the story is very confusing at 
times and hard to follow. I'm not a 


great fan of this kind of film but was 
very impressed by this. He could never 
be type-cast In any particular genre 
that's for sure and it's films like 
this that make sure of that fact. I

Ha had a Tory 
rlolant childhood, and van baatan many 
tlnaa by hit aothar. Sha boat hla with 
brooB handlaa, plaoaa of »oad and nany 
otbar objacta that wara oloaa to hand.' 
Vhan aha had baatan Hanry aha told hla 
not to ery. or aha would boat bt« aora. 
Hla Bothar alao draaaad hla In girla 
olothlng and aran ourlad hla hair. Ha 
waa Bada to go to aohool Ilka thla. A 
taaohar at tha aohool «aa to taka pity 
on Hanry. Sha out hla hair abort and 
gara hla hla flret pair of long 
trouaara. aba aran fad hla aa ha *aa 
vary Balnourlahad. Ha aantad food at 
hoBO but had to look for It la duat 
blna ato.. 

Hanry aa a child aaa aada to watch hla 
aothar hava aax with hor ollanta, 
aoaathlng that ha narar arar forgara 
bar for, baeauaa It waa to ruin hla 
aax Ufa. Hanry auatalnad nany haad 
traiaaa irtiilat growing up, hla aothar 
onoa hit hla on tha back of hla haad 
with a largo plaoa of tlabar aa hard 
that It Laft hla aaalvconaoloua for 3 
daya. Luoaa waan't tha only ona to ba 
baatan. hla father 'Andaraon Lucaa' 
waa alao oftan attaokad by Viola. 
Andaraon waa nasad by looala 'HO LSOS' 
aa ha loat both hla laga la a drunkan 
stupor i^on ha fall under the whaala 
of a paaalng freight train. Ho nado 
hla llTlng Balling panolla and Baking 
hla own 'Hoonahlna' . It waa known that 
ha drank Boat of tha brew hlnaalf 
though. Ha llTod a Ufa of hall with 
Viola, not only did Hanry gat to aaa 
hla aothar hare aax with Boat of her 
ollanta, but Andaraon did too. Ona 
night though he'd had enough of watch* 
Lng hla dear wife Miring leva In hla 
bad, ao be crawled out of hla oabln 
and Into tha anow outaldai ha caught 
PnauBonla and died. 

Hanry aa a taanagar was aald to have 
raportad having aax with hla half 
brother. Ha waa also known to have 
parforaad Baatlality with anlaala 
irtioea throats he'd out. Ha oven 
caught aaall anlnala and aklnnad 
thaai Ha waa first oonvlotad for 
breaking and entering at tha age of 
flftaani for this ha was sent to a 
raforaatory school, this waa tha firat 
of aany InprlaonaantB. Ha spent ona 
year In tha raforaatory. Unfortunately 
ha didn't have hla fraadoa for long 
though, a year later ha was oonvlotad 
again, for tha aaaa orlaa. Thla tlna 
bowavar ha waa given a longer aantanoa 
ba waa sent to Virginia State Pan for 
four yaara. Ba didn't aarra all tha 
tine given though ba nanagad to aaoapa 
with a friend, loiter in that year 1956 
ha was arraatad again for transporting 
stolon property aoroea state linae. Ha 
got three yaara for thla, with tlaa 
thrown In for tha aaoapa earlier on la 
tha year. Ha waa finally dlaohargad In 
SwptSBbar 1959 and want to Mlohlgaa to 
Join bio aiatar. It would ba In that 
ttata ha wotild kill hla Bothsr. Ha 


actually olalaa to maabar vary llttla 
of tha orlaa, except that ha aaa vary 
drunk, as waa hla Bother. Ha apparently 
waa azgulng with her in tha praacanca 
of hla naw wife. Hla aothar triad to 
rldleitla hla Infront of her by saying 
that ha had had aax with hla own aiatar. 
Hanry gras vazy angry at this and 
knoekad his aothar to tha ground. Vhan 
ba want to pick har up froB tha floor 
ba saw that aha was blooding haavlly 
froa a knlfw wound in har ohaat, ha 
flad tha aoana of tb# orlaa lanadiataly 
and it was not til fourtaau houra latar 
hla aiatar found har, blssdlng to daath. 


Viola dlaa a day latar In hospital. 

Henry was one# again oonvlotad and 
aantanoad to forty yaara for second 
degree aurdar. 

Luoaa spent alot of tlaa with paychla- 
trlata and was dlagnoaad a payohopath, 
eadlat and aaxual deviant. Payohlatrlata 
daaortbad hla aa a aehlaophranlo, one 
reason given for thla was tha brutality 
ha suffarad froa hla aothar aa a child. 
Ha Ilka aany othars Ilka hla triad 
aulelda unauooaaafully. Ka once out open 
hla stoaaob with a razor blada. In 1961 
ha clalaad to hear hla aothara voloa 
Inalda hla haad tailing bin to do 
things lai ooaatt aulolda. Hla aany 
aulolda attaapta proaptad a transfer to 
Ionia Stats hospital, where ha reaialnad 
for five yaara. After thaaa five years 
ha ratunad to prison trtiara tha voices 
atm haunted hla. Onoa back in prison 


though ha began to study In Cka prison 
library. Ba atudlad other InBatas 
crlaea and tacbnlquaa. Ha studied tha 
poUoa way of investigating and how 
they used thalr auapaots alstakaa to 
track thaa down. This gave great 
knowladga on bow to gat away with tha 
perfect aurdar. 

Hanry waa finally raooMSndad for 
parols in 1970, Ka waread prison ataff 
and leading offlolala that If ha ware 
to ba ralaaaad ha would go on kllllDg, 
Bvan though ha atraaBad thla to thaa 
ha stepped out of prison In 1970 
totally unrahabllitatad. Apparently 


the aaaa day ha was ralaaaad ba found 
a vlotla a few alias down tha road. 

It waa In 1970 tha killing aprea began 
Ua want froa abduotlng ohildran to 
raping young and old woaan and killing 
iritoavar waa oonvanlant. 

Tha aurdar of hla niiMiim law-wlfa 
'Frieda 'Baoky' Fowall', tha nlsoa of 
hla ooapanlon 'Otis Tools' waa whan ha 
finally got apprahandad and oonvlotad 
again. Becky waa only nine yaara old 
idian aha aaa first Introduoad to Hanry 
iriio waa than forty! i At firat ha bacaae 
a father figure, ha eared for har by 
feeding har and olothlng har. Luoaa 
avan aada sura aha attended aohool] 
Thaaa vara tha nloa things, there vara 
dlsadvantagaa of oouraa - Ha began to 
taaoh Baoky taohnlquaa In bxuglary and 
breaking and antsrlng and alao randoa 
aurdar. Thla la irtian they wara no 
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lon«*r Fktta«r «nd olilld but purtners 
la orla»] la ]>«CMb«r 1961, Baoky 
caucbt aad sant to Juronll* dotontion 
homo in Florida. Honrjr and Otla thon 
holpod Boolqr oacapo, Thoy wont to 
Oallfomla irtioro thajr all atartod to 
aottla down to lira. Booky and Honrjr 
found frionda In a rollgloua oowunlty, 
B«ck7 found aba likod thoir rollcloua 
practiooai going to ohuroh on Sunday 
ato... and daoldad to go atrmigbt and 
and bar Ufa of orlaa. Sba told Hanry 
that aha wantad to go back to Florida 
to tha JuTanlla bosa, Hanry and Baoky 
arguad, Hanry didn't want bar to go 
baek. Baoky finally oonwlnoad bin to 
taka bar bank. Tbay aat out hltohlng 
and at laat i^oh Danton County. An it 
wan a wain night tbay daoldad to bad 
down In an opan flald. Lueaa bagan to 
drink baarily and arguad again with 
Baoky. Hanry'a arguaaant was that ha 
wantad to wtay in tba rallgloua 
oognunlty irtiar ha bad lagltanata woi%. 
Baoky on the otbar band waa atlll 



adaoant that aba wantad to go baok to 
Florida wfaara aha oould naka a olaan 
atart. Sba batad balng on tba run froa 
tba law ato.. Hanry and Baoky'a 
arguasant baoaaa aora aggraaalTa and 
Hanry atabbad bar atralght through tba 
haartt aba dlad Inatantly. Ka dlapoaad 
of tba body by outtlng bar Into plooaa 
and putting bar laga In a plllowoaaa 
and tba raat of bar In ahallow graraa. 

It waa to bo only nine aontha after 
tbla aurdar that bo would oonfaaa to 
Bany,aany aora 

Luoaa ratumad to tba rallgloua 
ooiaaunlty and bla axouaa for not haring 
Baoky with bln waa that aba bad run off 
with aoaa truokarj Hanry than rlaltad 
Granny Rloh lAoaa real naaa waa'Kata' 
aba waa eighty yaara old, Baoky uaad 
to oara for bar. Granny Rloh and Hanry 
daoldad to go to oburob togatbar on tha 
way tbara they want to buy a ooupla of 
alx paoka. Aa tbay beaded on to oburob 
Homy onoa again daoldad to atop off at 
a raaota old puapad out oil patoh. It 
la not known irtiy ha ended up killing 
Kata Rloh, aayba aba aakad too many 
quaatlona of the iriiaraabouta of Baoky? 
Hanry atabbad Kata Rloh to death than 
out an upalda down oroaa batwaan tha 
old woaana braaata. Unfortunately for 
Luoaa Granny Rloh waa Inatantly alaaad 
by bar faally In tha rallgloua 
ooaBunlty, They raportad bar alaalag 
to tba Hontagua County Sheriff - fllllaa 
Conway. Hanry'a naaa oana atralght up 
aa a tuapaot, aa be waa tba laat one 
aaan with Granny Rloh. It aaMad Luoaa 
at laat had bean aloppy at oororlng up 
bla traoka. Sheriff Conway grilled 
Luoaa aoUdly for nine aontha. Luoaa 
arantually fled the area and trarallad 
to L.A. Tba polloa bald Luoaa for 
quaatlonlng In L.A. baoauaa of hoary 
blood atalna found on bla oar aaata ] 

A year later and atlll ha waa walking 
free ha ratumad to Tazaa. 

In 1983 Henry waa arraatad by Sheriff 
Conway on a waapona obarga. HIb balng 
an ax^oon aaant ha waa not allowed to 
hare poaaooalon of a gun irtileh la 
exactly i^t ha hadl It apparently waa 
a friend that turned bln in on tba 


waapona obarga. Vltbln weaka of balng 
arraatad ha bagan to oonfaaa to aurdara 
Inoluding Baoky Powell, Kata Rloh and 
other boaalaaa riotlna. Not all bla 
oonfaaalona ware true bowerari tha 
polloa found aany to be falaa irtvan 
ohackad out thoroughly. Hanry 
raaaabarad aany of bla aurdara In 
fantaatlo detail, area aa far aa tba 
burial looatlona, Tha polloa bagan 
opening all tmaolrad orlaaa to try to 
find any oiallarltiao with tba. onaa 
Luoaa waa ooalng up with. Tbay 
actually did pull one unaolrad erlna 
fron tba polloa fllaa. Sba waa a 
naaelaoi rlotla, a Jana Boa, i^an 
tbay ahowed Luoaa bar photograph be 
iMOdlately raoegnlaad her aa ono of 
bla rlotlaa. they gathered up wore 
Infoiaatlon fToa bln on tbla partlo- 
ular aurdar and erarytblng rang true. 
Luoaa wan aotually aantanoed by a 
San Angelo jury and found guilty of 
rape and aurdar of Jane Doe. Ha waa 
aantanoed to die by lethal Injection. 
Kora Inforaatlon oana to light on 
tbla partloular oaaa, tbla eaao la 
ounreatly under re-axaalnatlon. Tba 
raaaon being Otla Soola, Hanry'a ono 
tine ooapanlon and partner In orlaa 
olalaa that it waa ha lAe did tbla 
aurdar. 

Luoaa baa alnoa undargona payobo> 
therapy in wblob bla balluoinatlona 
and oonfaaalona atlll haunt bin. 

Luoaa baa had OAT aoana and nuolaar 
Magnatlo Raaonanoa taata dona. Tbeaa 
taata ahowad aany bead trauaaa - 
trauaaa froa bla ohlldhood, Henry 
and Otla Toola ware Indited In 
GalToaton, Taxaa for the aurdara of 
twenty eight wwan . Later Luoaa 
waa tranaferred froa bla own prlrate 
call at tba Taxaa jailbouae to 
deathrow at a fadaral prlaon In 
Huntarlllo. He baa aada appearanoaa 
on national talerlalon, hold Inter* 
Tiawa for aajor aagasinaa and aran 
poaad for photograpbera, and laat but 
probably not leaat a flla baa boon 
about bla - "HBNRI - PORTRAIT OF A 
SERIAL KILLER”, aa If you didn't > 
know that?] (JOE KENT)

Le Panu'a worka). 

*T^ VAJIPIRS LOVERS' oaet Ingrid pltt 
as Carmllla who turned In an excellent 
perfoniance as the undead taaptreas. 

It la a well made film that had a 
Strong cast, and although it msn't 
everything it could have been. It la, 
In my eyes the best adaptation of the 
atory so far. The atoryllne and script 
■ere written by Tudor Gatea, who went 
on to write the ecreesplaya for the 
next two films in the aeries. The 
financing for the raaplra lovers came 
not from England but from Aaarlca. 
American International plcturee (AI?) 
supplied 3400,000 with the agreement 
that Hammer would pick-up any extra 
expenses over and above that amount. 
Hammer were ao confident about the 
vampire lovers that a deal with EHI 
to make e follow up movie wae 
signed Just days after filming had 
started on ’lovers,.'. In July of 
that year Just seven months aftsr 
the start of 'Vamplrs Lovers', 
filming started on the new film 'To 
Love a Vampire* a title that would 
later be changed to 'LUST FOR A 
VAJIFIRE'. This film saw Carmllla 
Kamsteln taking up realdancs In a 
girls finishing school, thus giving 
her plenty of female victims end the 
odd male one too, this allowed 
Hammer to dlaplay even stronger sex 
Bcanes than In the previous film. The 
Swedish actress Yutts Stsnsgasrd took 
the lead role, replsolng Ingrid Pitt 
as Camilla, Ralph Bates, one of 
iianmers new talents also starred In a 
role that wae originally written for 
Peter (Juohlng (he bad to withdraw at 
the laet moment due to hie wlfes 
Illness) tHillst Batss glvss an 
excellent performance lutte Stensgaard 
idio at tlmea ehowa promlae, never 
llvea up to the portayal of Oarmtlla 
set by Ingrid Pitt. 

Although 'Luat For a Vampire' contains 
more sex and nudity. It seems far Isss 
erotic than its predecessor. Indeed it 
la considered by many to be one of 
HaBtars worst films, even so before 
this second film bad been released. 
Hammer were planning their third film 
based on the Kamstelns 'TWINS OF EVIL' 
made in 1971. This film Is set In the 
1600'e well before the original story. 
It deals with Count Kamsteln (played 
by Damien Thomas) who through black 
magic, raises from the dead his 
distant ancestor the vampire Mlrealla 
(anagram of Carmllla). She in turn 
Introduces him to a new Vamplo life- 
style. Among his Intended vlotlma in 
the villlege are two Identical twins, 
played by Uary and Hadeline Colllnson 
from Malta (Identical twins who were 
at one time PLAYBOY centrefolds) one 
who succumbs to his evil powers and 
the other who reslets. Their uncle 
(Peter Cushing) Is the fanatical and 
oppreslve witch-hunter who fights to 
rid the village of evil. This film 
was much more violent in many aspects 
than any of its predesessors, but 
although the sex was still there, the 
Lesbian aspect, which featured so 
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Ttiey use the 
Satanic powei 
of their bodies 
to turn men 
and women 
into their 
blood slaves! 


prominently In the first two films 
wasn't so much In evidence. 

Twins of evil is often considered to 
be the beet of HacnerB Kamsteln 
trilogy and In tezus of film making 
and acting it may wall be? Hammer did 
do/have a script for a fourth film 
based on the story, with a shooting 
title of 'VAMPIRE VIRGINS', but It 
seems luillkely anything will come of 
It] (But you can live in hope) 

1971 saw the making of a film by the 
Belgian Director Harry Keumel also, 
titled 'LA ROUGE AUX LSVRSS'. the 
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British title was ’DAUGHTEBS OF 
DARKNESS’. Set In the modem times, 
this film had echoes of Le Fanu's 
story hut took more Inspiration from 
the legend of Countess Bathory- It was 
wall received hy the critics, but on 
the whole was Just too Involved and 
■arty'for the horror audiences. 

The next 'close' adaptation of Carmllla 
came from Spain in 1972. 'LA HOVIA £K 
SAN GRETADA' aka 'THE BLOOD SPATTERED 
BRIDE' Is again set In modem times 
and stars the stunning Alexandra 
Bastedo ae Camilla. At times the film 
is alow moving but It la deflnately 
one of the most gruesome and expicit 
versions of the story so far (especially 
the heart ripping sequence at the end) 
even though much of the sex and violence 
was cut from British prints when it did 
the cinema rounds, it was often billed 
with soft pom films. Unfortunately 
when it was released on video In 
Britain even more scenes were cut, so 
the remaining film makes very little 
eenee. 

1974 saw the release of VAMPIRES, 
Directed by the Spaniard Jose Larras 
and is classed by many as his best 
work. It is the story of two bisexual 
vampires irtto prey on passing motorists. 
Lulng them to their mansion. Here they 
are seduced before being drained of 
blood. Again this film was fairly 
explicit. Whilst all of this was going 
on in the west. Toho studios In Japan 
were not content Just to make rubber 
monster movies and had already made a 
few vampire films. In 1975 they 
produced a film called 'TIS EVIL OF 
DRAOULA’ inspired by Le Fanu’e story, 

It was a poor film, which was basic- 
ally a copy of Hammers 'Lust for a 
vampire'. In 1976 an off broadway 
play was baaed on Carmllla . It was 
a pleasing rendition of the story even 
though the sexual side of the story 
wasn't emphasised.

7', so you 
can guaaa riiat sort of territory 
wa'ra In. Lika Frost's otbsr works 
'Blaok Osstapo' is a haady mixture 
of violence and nudity, that in aoma 
piaoas la suzprlsingly offaotlva. 

Tha plot oantraa around Oanaral 
Ahmad and his pooplaa army, 
with a grant froa tha oity, operate 
food programs and detox oantraa for 
tha blaok ghetto conunlty. Despito 
tha armies efforts, tha irttlte 
syndicate is saturating tha blaok 
ootimunlty with drugs and extorting 
Bonay. Oolonal Kojah, tha violent 
and unpradlotabla chief of any 
staff, suggaata ths fomatlon of a 
security force, and Is given tha go 
ahead after a young black nurae is 
raped by saabars of tha eyndlcata. 
Kojah goads tha sacurlty force into 
■ora sadistic acts, including a 
pretty nifty penis dlSBOBbaraent. 


Tha ayndloata are scon running soared, 
and Kojahs aver graving 'Black Gaatapo' 
taka over Aara tha mob left off. Whan 
Ahmad hears that this naw faction of 
hie army ars pushing drugs and running 
nunbars, ha plana a solo raid on thsir 
HQ. In a climax that makes you wonder 
if ths producers of "Comaandc" aver 
saw this movie, Ahmad inflltrataa tha 
Gestapo atonghold and ktlls lots of 
paopla. In tha thrilling climax, Ahmed 
takas on Kojah In a fight to the daathi 
Guess irtio wlnat 

Black Osstapo really is a bit near the 
knuckle. Black audiences must havs 
bean pretty offended by tha inoradlbly 
blatant slmllaritias between Kojah 
sacurlty force and Hitlers 83. This 
is sxploltstlon at its moat exploitative 
but thata iriiat maksa this film so graati 
Aotlng la unspsctaoular, but tha film 
la saved by a script that la quite 
original for such a olieba ridden ganra. 
Soma of ths violent saquancas are quite 
powerful, and land tha film a gritty 
(though obvloualy not raallatlo) feel. 
Look out for diraotor Frost as tha 
ayndleats boss.

PHANKEKSTEIH UMB0UM1> Is a mess and a 
complete enbarassment for* Corman who 
proves that his old make a cheap n’ 
quick classic theory just does not work 
in this day and age. The script is way 
too ambitious for the obvious lack of 
time and budget, sacrifices that were 
allocated to the production. The Ideas 
are there but the overallexecution Is 
laughable , 

John Hurt plays a potentially hansful 
profeaser In the future until he Is 
transported baek to nineteenth century 
England. There he becomes witness to 
the scientific exploits of one Dr. 
Frankenstein (Haul Julia) and thus Is 
forced to Juxtapose the doctors 
situation with his own In the futurs. 

As the doctor prepare to create a mate 
for his murderous abomination of a 
creation. Hurt la forced to take 
lanedlate action. 

The film loses the point towards the 
end and the final scenes are very lame 
whnt iB going on when the monster la 
deepatched, I really don't know? The 
sets are lousy and the effects almost 
non-exlstant not to mention Inserted. 
However the performances by Hurt, 

Julia and Bridget Fonda as Mary Shelly 
are good and the script, after It has 
given up on the story, continues to be 
witty. It wasn't unanjoyable to watch 
but If Corman could have exerted a 
little bit more effort It would have 
been a whole lot better. 

B1;JS STEEL, Is a stylish thriller 
ehleb hae Jamie Lee Curtis as a cop 
■bo finds herself as the subject of 
•bssession of a gun wielding psycho- 
path. Said psychopath enjoys shooting 
lameeeat people using biUlets with 
lies Curtis' name engraved on them. 


jObviouBly Curtis isn't too pleased 
labout this and makes It her Job to 
Iput a stop to ths problem. 
jAlthough the story Is simple, the film 
lls gripping due te Erie Hed'a sharp 
script and sons atmospheric directing 
by Kathryn Bleglow. Some of the 
auspenoe aequences are worthy of 
Kltohoock and the final shootout worthy 
worthy of Sam Peckinpah. 

CARNIVAL OF SOULS, allegedly the main 
Influence on Night of the Living Dead 
and Eraeerhead, Is indeed a worthy 
little gem. A girl who surfaces from a 
river houre after a ear crash finds 
herself in a strange world where 
oooaaionally other people do not 
acknowledge her presence and the haunt- 
ing figure of 'the man' constantly 
appears. Finally she realises that ehs 
is actually dead and joins the dancing 
ghosts at the carnival. Due to the 
picture having dated badly It left the 
characters and dialogue quite campy 
(the cause of much anueement among 
the "shock” audience), but there are 
many aoments in the film which are 
truly sinister and chilling and the 
final Bcene makes the film more worthy 
of It's eupposad offaprtng. 

MIRACLE MILE Is a tense apocalyptic 
thriller that followa a young couple 
who try to escape to a far off land 
before news of the outbreak of World 
War 3 hits the streets. Edge of the seat 
stuff throughout as the couple are 
rarely In the right place at the right 
time, and time la eomethlng they are 
running out of. Impressive perforaancea 
from Anthony Edwards and Mare Wlnnlnghaa 
together with painfully claustrophobic 
directing made thle film terrifying for 
the characters and audience alike, 
the down beat end is likely to be the 
reason that the film was unsuccessful 
at the US box-office, let's hope that 
British audiences aren't quite so 
brainless. The crowd at the Electric 
gave Hlnele Mile the best reception of 
all. 

Cheeky Clive takes the stageto tell a 
few gags and Introduce his latest effort 
NICHTBREED (See page 36 
Wa all get ample time to meet Dario 
Argento and get various bits n' bobs 
signed before we roll Into his 
collaboration with Osorge Romero. 

TWO EVIL EYES. Although Argento 'e 
segment Is the better, Romero's updating 
of the facts In the case of H. Valdmnar' 
should not bs dlsmlsssddue to Its 
gorelesB premise. It dose seen a little 
bit like another Creepshow story, but as 
with Monkey Shines Komaro proves that he 
Is capable of generating considerable 
suspense without any bloodshed. Hie 
rewriting of the classic tale, involving 
sohening lovers cheating a dying nan out 
of his money, Is refreshing, the original 
back bone of the story remains. Valdamar 
dies whilst under hypnosis yet his soul 
cannot follow hie body to the grave. The 
film falls to pieces only when he gets 
up and starts walking, brains fly and the 
story gets too complicated too quickly. 

A film that begins excellently runs out 
of steam and falls foul of the over 
hasty completion. 

Argento's the Blaok Cat la more accomp- 
lished. Harvey Kletel plays a rather 
perverse photographer who not content 
with taking pictures of mutilated girls, 
decides to snap away at the torture of 
his sinister girlfriends black cat. 

This apparently turns his world upside 
down. His glrlfrelnd tries to leave but 


lo stopped by a lethal kitchen knife. 
She Is then walled up along with a very 
noisy cat. 

Argento appears comfortable outside the 
Glallo with this little depravity 
proving a success. So let's see some 
more from the director we believe is 
capable of anything. 

Next we are treated to an inaudible 
Richard Stanley to introduce hla debut 
HARDWARE Which apparently grossed S3m 
In it's first weekend In the US - God 
knows whyl Sure, the film looka good 
through excessive use of filters and 
soft focus, we feel an air of peesim— 
Ism through the atmosphere created, 
but beyond that we witness a run of 
the mill robot movls with a couple of 
gore scenes to wake us up. I oan't see 
what all the fuss is all about. 

The next film really spilt the audience 
down the middle, Peter Jacksons MEET 
THE PEEBLES is a hilarious behind the 
acenes look at a "muppet” type variety 
show. We are subjected to the bitter 
truth-drug addlctiont STD; walrus/cat 
sex; knlcker sniffing; Nam flashback; 
a baby chicken/elephant; basement 
porno moYles (featuring hot freslan); 
vomiting; zlt Squeezing; shit eating 
and a bloody maseacre climax. MTP Is 
extremely sick and very funny beoaues 
of It. Half the audience was falling 
about in hyeterlea, the ether half 
had walked out, no sense of humour. 

I'll be Interested to see where Peter 
Jackson can go from here.

All I can aay Is; If TCH 
sequela continue to be made let's keep 
them nice and sick so that your average 
Anerlean tean won't like em. 

So we all stagger out Into the bright 
sunlight of Sunday morning. We are 
glad we con now go to bad, sad that 
It'o all over for another year.

It's made In old Detroit by a gang lead 
by CAIN and every criminal In the city 
is already addicted. ROBOCOP la trying 
to cope with all this but Just succeeds 
in getting the back up of Cain and his 
gang, so much that they lure him to a 
deserted factory and precede to rip 
hobooop apart with chainsaws, thsy then 
dump the bits outside the looal police 
etatlon, 

■eanwhlle OOP are trying to oome up with 
a ROBOCOP marie II but without success, 
every candidate they choose for the new 
•odel ends up killing themselves once 
implanted. As far as the remaine of 
number 1 are concerned OCP In their 
wisdom declds to make Hurphy into a 
nice friendly Robocop who slaps wrists 
instead of kicking arse, this doesn't 
last long though - Murphy has different 
ideas and throws himself into an electric 
box to short out his prograiaBlng and he's 
back to his old self, ready to kick Cains 
arsel 

Wurphy goes after Cain and tracks him 
down, there then follows a hugs oar chase 
or should 1 say lorry chase in which Cain 
Is killed by a motor oycltng Robooop, but 
that's not the end of Cain by no means, 
his brain is ussd to power the new 
ROBOCOP II project and a bad guy robot Is 
built with Cain’s cunning. Controlled by 
Cain's addiction to NIKE. 

1 must say there's not slot of gore in 
ROBOCOP II but there's plenty of action 
and bullet hits by the million. It's real 
ultravlolence at its best, apparently 


ROBOCOP III will loose all this, along 
with slot of fans too I wouldn't be 
surprised!

If you Just 
want gore though, then this is right up 
your cul-de-sac, there's some nice skin 
bites and a bit of chow down stuff that's 
okay If a little brief. The plot (what 
there is of it) owes alot to "SHiyERS", 
the disease is sexually transmitted and 
leads to an uncontrolled frenzy.

I've never been a big fan In the paet 
but since seeing W.A.H. I've retraced 
his foot-stepa, I remeober catching 
BLUE VELVET when it first hit the video 
ehelves and thinking it was over-rated 
arty crap] After the impact W.A.H. had 
on me though I want out and rented it 
again, and yea It blew ny mind totally, 

I can now call myself a total fan 

I've always liked ERASERHEAB and THE 

ELSniANT MAN honest! 

WILD AT HEART is essentially a road 
movie, but the trouble with saying that 
la you're forgetting It's a LfMCH road 
movie so you must be able to put all 
other road movies to one side of your 
brain and start again. 

The tale follows the love and life of a 
couple of young lovers on the road. It 
starts in the opening frames at a big 
dinner-dance. Sailor (played by NICHOLAS 
CAGE) and Lula (LAURA BERN) are there 
with Lula's mother. We join the action 
on the large marble staircase going into 
the party. Sailor is going down when he's 
approached by a mate and told that Lula's 
mother has just payed him to kill him 
(Sailor), Sailor grabs this guy and well. 

beats the living shit out of him 

before he can use his knife. He smashes 
his head on the hand rail, throws him 
down the stairs, jumps on him and pounds 
his skull on the floor 'til his brains 
are falling out the back. All this in the 
first mlnuts of the film. Sailor la put 
in prison for man-slaughter and released 
esrly for good behaviour. As soon as 
he gets out he contacts Lula and against 
her mothers wishes the two of them set 
off scroBs the country. Meanwhile Lula' 8 
mother sets a hit nan after Sailor a 
guy callad Santos. Oblivious to all this 


Lula and Sailor continue their journey 
coming across many strange things on the 
way, including a car crash where a young 
woman is wandering around mumbling and 
bleeding from the head, she doesn't last 
very long! Lynch seems to work on a whole 
different plane to the rest of the world, 
I mean - we find out that Lula's father 
was burnt to death and the whole film 
seems to revolve around fire, every time 
a match Is lit we eee it in very close 
up and the noise le amplified 'til it's 
deafening, we also see flames lloklng 
around the car windows of a burnt out 

Back to the story - Lula and Sailor 
arrive at a small village ' in the 
middle of nowhere called TUNA, here they 
etay at a run down motel and meet up with 
a character called BOBBY FERU (Flayed by 


WILLIAM DAFOE), an obnoxioua ex-marine 
with the most dlacuating teeth you’ll 
ever see, who trlee to seduce Lula in a 
scene that'll stick with you forever, 1 
guarentee It! 

Lynch pulls characters out of peoples 
nightmares and makes them real. He seems 
to focus on the ugly things in life and 
if there isn't any then be adds some. 
WILD AT HEART is simply the bast film 
(non horror) I've eeen for years! You'd 
think, well there'e no gore then, but 
there you'd be wrong. When Sailor and 
Bobby try to rob a grain store there's a 
scene that'd make Peter Jackson cringe! 
See this in the cinema I bet the video 
will be cut! A must!

Our hero (played by Llan Neeson) starts 
the film as mild mannered Peyton Westlake 
a scientist working on a new artificial 
skin for bums patients, the skin though 
can’t be made stable. In daylight it 
Just falls apart at the 99 minute stage. 


In darkness it eorks fine. Anyway 
Peyton is llTlng with his girlfriend - 
Julie Hastings (Frances HcDomand) urtio 
works as attorney to a bunch of pretty 
unscrupulous propsrty developers in the 
city. A memo falls into Julie’s hands 
by mistake, a samo that a certain 
gangster Itarant (Larry Drake - the 
retard from L.A. LAW) ie dasperato to 
get held of. mo dasperato infact that 
bo pays fsotlaks's lab a visit to try 
and get It, hs doss too but not before 
klllij^ Sestlakes lab assistant, 
torturing deatlake and leaving him to 
die la his lab that's set to explode. 

When the lab does explode luckily he's 
throem up amd out and Into the river, 
share he's rescued and taken to the 
local bens department. Unaware of hie 
Idaatltj the doctors do some experimental 
surgery on him - disconnecting all his 
narvas •» ha has no feeling anywhere 
and therefor* no pain. 

After eseaping from the hospital and 
covered frM head to foot in bandages 
■astlake is desperate to get back at 
his attackers, so salvaging what he can 
from the gutted lab he sets to work 



ag&ln on the artificial akin project 
but with vengeance on his alnd this tine. 
He gets no further though but figures 
he can use the ekln ae it la. 

Using the photos of his attackers he 
puts then into a computer and ooulds 
exact replica masks of the Durant gang, 
he then prooedes to fuck up each member 
of the gang by pretending to be them in 
various situations. 

DAHXMAN is pretty much super hero 
from kind hearted, lovable nice guy to 
vengeance crazed monster with a 20 sec 
fuse. You can see the world SBQU£L 
written all over it too! There's not a 
lot of gore there but you don’t really 
miss It, Raimi's directing skills give 
you so anich to look at that you don't 
even notice. Liam Neeaon is absolutely 
fantastic as the hero and Larry Drake 
plays a surprisingly menacing part ss 
the vllllsn, who incidentally uses a 
cigar cutter to chop the fingers from 
his victims and then keeps them In a 
box as Bouvenlra, nice huh?I If you 
don't see this then you're a dope!

Judging by what is said in the three 
quotes above, anyone would think that 
this is a classic, but in reality what 
we actually get is someone else's hcwe 
movie, which turns out to be yet another 
of those 'BLOOD FEAST' cum stalk 'n' 
slash rip off's. 

From the pr^cradlt sequence it is very 
predictable adiat is going to happen. 

A young hapless co-ed who's taking a 
shower is brutslly butchered by a 
mysterious killer (shades of BLOOD FEAST 
and HALLOWEEN) in one of the most boring 
end lengthy stalking sequences I've 
ever seen on oollulold. 

After a "TEXAS CHAINSAW HASEACRE' style 
piece of narrstlon and credits, we are 
into Tictlo number two territory, where 
we are witness to an off screen 
decapitation. 

The murders are taking place on the 
premises of two sorority houses on a 
gtid-westeni university campus and are 
being investigated by Sheriff Ron 
WilibolB - an Edward Woodward lookalike 
(played by Charles Ellis, iriioever he 
might be?). The only real clues so far 
are the two golden amulets found on the 
dead vletljaB. Wllibois is also in the 
Blddla of a crisis because it la 
election time in the town and if he 
doesn't find the person responsible for 
the murders pretty soon, he might lose 
out in the elections. 

With the help of his daughter - Tina, a 
librarian, they find that the amulets 
date back to an ancient death cult once 
led by a group of local officials who 
would use the body parts from victims 
to make a new body which would be set 



slight as a form of SBorlflce. It seems 
that history is repsatlng. And if you 
hadn't guesesd already, all his friends, 
various local doctors, university dean 

etc. are all part of the cult, 

what's worse though is that his loving 
daughter - Tina is unmasked as the 
killer - I guessed that from the vary 
beginning. 

So, another boring home-movioi another 
•BLOOD FEAST' rip-off to fit into the 
same catagorv as 'BLOOD DINER' and 
■HARDI GRAS MASSACRE', Infact evarythlng 
about BLOOD CULT (even the directors have 
the same surname - ironic huhj ) reminds 
me of the H.G, Lewis classic - the boring 
police chit chat, the missing limbs, the 
amulets found on the dead rlotlms, in a 
way rssamble the ancient book left by 
each victim In fi,F. and the most notable 
is the preoredit sequence where the first 
victim has a limb hacked off in a bath- 
rooD..,..a bad imitation or «diat!? 

As for the video sleeve boasting that it 
is "....gruesomely realistic...." and 
"....banned frm two mid-western campuse 
campusee" , I found BLOOD CUId! to bo 
rather tame; all the murders, except for 
a very brief shot of a leg hacking, tend 
to happen off ecreen, leaving only some 
very rubbery aftermaths - the bouncing 
eevered arm in the bath at the beginning 
has Just got to be seen to be believed. 
Apart from that there's a lot of boring 
talk scenes where I made great use of 
•FAST FORVARD' button. 

The director — Lewis went on to make a 
film called 'REVENGE' - anotijer boring 
tale, also about a death o\^lt. 

Avoid this at all costs. Right pass along

She is then 
sedated and left upstairs whilst Saxon 
states that he knew it was the 
boyfriend all along, Prediotably, as 
the oanera pans away we see the other 
oorpsea etrwwn around the attlo and 
hear the killer' s rarlngo - no real 
surprises therei 



Alaost totally bloedlsss and derold 
of any Tlolenoe, you aay well ask ^tat 
the attraotion is, tell, this filn la 
well direoted by Bob Clark (Portrt.ea/ 
Death Dreaa) and la suitably suspensa- 
ful. Also, there are aany deliberate 
areas of coalo relief, such as tbs 
house aatroD with liquor bottles 
hidden in the books, toilet oiatems 
eto and the totally dense polloe 
sergeant who thinks a rery rude word 
'rtkioh he has been told is the name of 
a telephone exchange, Ongraphlc as 
they may be, there are deaths by 
suffocation, stabbing, throat slitting 
and being hit by a block and tackle, 
the most senorable aspect of the film 
are the killers telephone calls in

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slurps his way into your heart. 

He certainly glTos Joe Spinnell'e 
maniac a run for his money. Santa 
Claus also makes a brief appearance 
In order to say "Ho Ho Ho Shit.'"

1 love 
this flint What we have bore is a really 
superb classy slasher, moody, mean and 
nasty through and through. Hade very much 
In the same vein as slot of better known 
Bhockers but classier by nileB. 

The story starts with the burning alive 
of a Hr Wilfred Butler, apparently an 

accident or is it? He is,..,or should 

I say was, the owner of a large place of 
estate which after his death goes to his 
only living relative - his grandson 
Jeffrey,' he never lives in the house 
though and aventxially decides to sell it 
to the towns leaders for $50,000. He 
sends his lawyer to complete the deal, 
but the lawyer decides to stay in the old 
house shile he's there and doesn't even 
complete the night, let alone the sale - 
He's butchered in his bad along with hla 
mistress, axsd to death In some great 
blood lettlngl There’s not a great deal 
of gore in SILENT NIQHT, BLOODY NIGHT 
but 'rtiat there la Is dead mean and very 
well donel Ohh yeah the Christmas 
connection - well all this takes plaoe 
at ohristoas, adiat could bs eimplar' 
Wilfred Butler waa killed on December 
24th! 

Heanwhlle back at the big house, the 
owner - Jeffrey has shown up, the 
sheriff's there before him though, or 
was Jeff there before him? It really 
keeps you wondering! One thing you are 
sure of though is that the Sheriff is 
the next to meet hie end at the handa 
of the unknown murderer. It turns out 
all vlotlms are connected to the house 
and the Butler family and one by one 
they are called to their death by the 
unknown killer, all the towns leaders! 

A diary la found on Wilfred Butlers 
grave, the diary of Wilfred hlmeelf - 
It tells of hew Wilfred's daughter waa 
raped by person unknown and became 
pregnant. She had a baby boyt Jeffrey. 

The house was then taken over by a 
doctor and converted into a home for 
the insane, Jeffrey's mother waa among 
the Inmatea and Jeffrey told ahe died 
during child birth. 

Back up at the house the murders 
continue, now Jeff turns up to find the 
scene. Did ho or didn't he do it. If 
not then irtio? By this time though you 

are oonvlnosd he didn't but iriio? 

Ws are treated to a really nlos sepia, 
grainy flash-back at thla point that 
answers slot of questions - We find out 
that Wilfred waa tha rapist of his own 
daughter and therefore Jeffrey'a father. 


we also see tha house as an asylum, an 
asylum irtiers all the doctors are 
slaughtered by the lunatics who are 
released and given tools by Wilfred to 
spite the doctors who have taken over 
his bouse and abused the privallge. 

This part is very, vary effective and 
looks old but nasty in sepia with lota 
of scratches. 

There's so much class in this it's hard 
to put it Into words. An absolute must 
for any true horror fan, with lots of 
shocks and a true feeling of horror 
rarely found. A great ending with a 
twist too!

TANGERINE 

DREAM 

Hhe Berlin based TANGERINE DREAM 
were formed In 1969 by Edgar Froese, 
the bands line up has changed 
several times during the last twenty 
years, always based around Froese. 

After the groups first two albums 
Froese was Joined by Peter Bauman 
and Chris Franks, this proved to be 
a strong line-up, which was to last 
for six years during which time the 
bands reputation was established. In 
1974 when film producer William 
Friedkin was in Munich for the open- 
ing of 'The Exorcist' he got to hear 
Tangerine Dream. He managed to meet 
the band and In 1976 they were to 
score his film 'Sorceror'. Friedkin 
later said If only he had heard them 
earlier he would have asked them to 
score 'The Exorcist'. 

1977 saw Bauman leave to follow a 
solo career, the group were then 
made into a foursctne and produced 
the l.p. 'Cyclone', this was their 
first i..p. to feature vocals. 

However a mixed reaction to the l.p. 
forced Froese to go back to a trio 
and drop the vocals. 

Froese and Franks were Joined in 1980 
by Johannes Sehmcelllng, this line-up 
recorded a large amount of soundtracks, 
their first being James Caan's 'Thief 
(1931). They were soon in demand, 
they were first choice for ARGENTO 's 
■INFERNO' but an American tour stopped 
them from doing so, as all Argento 
fans know, it went to Keith Emerson, 

<rtio did a fine Job. 

The 60' s proved to be a busy time for 
their film scores, but they still 
managed to release several excellent 
studio albums, such as 'Tangram', 

'White Eagle', 'Hyperborea' and the 
most recent 'Lily on the Beaoh'. 

As well as scoring two films starring 
TWB Cruise (Legend and Risky Business) 
they also scored genre films such as 
Stephen King's 'Pirestartep' , 'The 



Keep', 'Vavelength' In 1983 and 
'Plasiipolnt' In 1984. In 1963 they 
scored the 'Women In Prison' film 
'Red Heat' riilch starred Linda Blair 
and Sylvia Kxdatel, as far as I know 
this score has not been released on 
record, this Is a shame se the main 
track la a fine piece of music. 

In 1987 their finest score to date 
(In my opinion) to the excellent 
■Near Daik' was recorded, this score 


has great depth of feeling \riilch la 
really close to the whole concept of 
the film, the best example of this 
being the track 'Mae's trsnsfoimatlon' 
irtiich is played at the end of the 
film, irtten Mae (Jenny Wright) hae to 
come to realise that she Is no longer 
a vampire. 'Near Dark’ has recently 
been rereleased on Silva Screen 
records. 

Tangerine Dream's most recent score 
is 'Miracle Mile' which I believe 
went down well at BLACK SUNDAY 3. 

The score to this film Includes some 
very powerful tracks, such as 'After 
the call' and 'People in the news'. 
Below is a list of their scores, any 
additions would be welcome. Host of 
these are available on record.

his dark church in 1975 'a "RACE WITH 
THE DEVIL" and even an appearance of 
the beast himself (though looking 
uncannily like a bearded Robert 
DeNiro) in Alan Parkers "AHOEL HEART" 
(baaed upon the wonderful book 
"PALLING ANGEL" by Wllliem HJortsberg). 
However, good though these films are, 
after reading Lavey’s "THE SATANIC 
BIBLE" , it would be fair to say that 
the true spirit of Satanism has never 
been captured on film (thankfully). 
"THE SATANIC BIBLE", penned In 1969 
by positively the most sinister look- 
ing dude in the world, the church of 
Satan's "BLACK FOI^". is an honest 
ettempt to put forward a clear picture 
of satanlsm es it stands today (as 
opposed to the one put forward by the 
Christian church) . The trouble le 
thoitgb, that after reading the book, 
this new portrait of satanira is even 
more unappealing than the traditional 

Essentially, the book can be divided 
into two sections, one - satanism In 
theory, and two - satanlra in 
practice. To be fair, the theories of 
satanism itself are actually not too 
unsavoury. W)iilst a little right of 
centre for ny tastes, such as "EYE 
FOR AN EYE, TOOTH FOR A TOOTH", 

Creed is good facets of life are not 
too uncharacteristic of the way many 
people live today. However, when 
Lavey attempts to rationalize the 
practices of satanism, then the 
"SATANIC BIBLE" finally succumbs to 
the nastiness of Its own intentions. 
For example, not only does the author 
condone the placing of hexes on 
individuals, and the use of ritual 
dolls to achieve a goal of others 
death, he even instructs the reader 
how to achieve such questionable aims 
(I kid you not]) through a series of 
bizarre incantations, and macabre 
black maas' (even telling us how to 
build an alter) . 

Whilst such aotivitles may seem 
noraal to any practising satanist, 
they certainly do not oross well into 
the spectrum of people reared upon 
the simulated nastiness of "HENRY”, 
and "DR BUTCHER HD". Further more. 

If any at all, the substance of the 
black arts must be extremely 
treacherous to a would be magician, 
who. inspired by Lavey' s proelaim- 
atlons decides he too can control 
the underworld to his own gain, and 
quickly becomes involved well over 
his head. 

In short, I would urge all to read 
"THE SATANIC BIBLE". It is a fascin- 
ating insight into the real world 
of horror, aelfishnass and evil. 
However, after reading the book, 
leave well alone, never to venture 
further into it'e dark promises of 
dominance, fulfillment, brimstone 
and fire.
